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Teachers protest 
in full-force 


Work-to-rule in full 


effect for faculty 
upset with cut funds

The faculty continues to protest 
with work-to-rule after Gov. Romney 
decided to veto funds to cover the 
retroactive pay increases for the 
teachers’ salaries. A teacher’s union 
meeting was held on Monday, Sept. 
27 to discuss the actions the faculty 
is required to take in the protest. 

“This was the best turn-out in 
years we had for a union meeting,” 
said Prof. Peter Flynn, president of 
NECC Professional Association. 
“The meeting mostly discussed the 
individualized direction that each 
faculty member should take under 
these circumstances.” 


During the week of Oct. 11, the 
front entrance to the school will be 
closed for repaving. The work on 
the entranceway will begin on Oct. 
12 and is expected to last between 
three to four days. 

Everyone entering the campus 
will be directed by security guards

Due to the protest, students will 
be seeing fewer professors at col- 
lege-sponsored parties and social 
events and in their offices. Teachers 
are being advised to leave after their 
office hours are over and if they pre- 
fer to work on campus then they 
should keep their door closed with 
the window on the door covered. 
Faculty is also advised to cut all the 
activities that they perform beyond 
the required number of hours they 
are to work, meaning they will be 
resigning from committees and 
clubs. They will not accept any 
requests to work on special projects 
or events. 

“The faculty is upset by the 
action of the Governor. This is a vio- 
lation of their rights,” said Paul 
Bevilacqua, vice president of acade- 
mic affairs. “But my goal is that the 
students will not be impacted by 
this.”

“1 think I had a year of absences 
for my high school career. I wasn’t 
happy being there and wanted noth- 
ing to do with it,”said Jackson. 

“When senior year came around 
I changed gears. I started to care, 
started to put the effort in, but one 
teacher had it in for me. She had 
[taught] both of my brothers before 
me who goofed off.” 

It is readily apparent that Jackson 
takes herself lightly with an anyone- 
can-do-it attitude. She speaks in 
half-jest about her days as an unmo- 


tivated slouch, but became very seri- 
ous about one point: The resulting 
grade prevented her from graduating 
on-time with her class. 

Jackson came to NECC initially 
to make up needed credits for her 
Haverhill High diploma. She fin- 
ished up within a year later, despite 
the holdback. She came out on top, 
but spoke regrettably about missing 
her original slated date. It was a hard 
lesson. 

“I was a little hurt by the situa- 
tion. I had all this trust and faith in 
my teacher, and she totally burned 
me. | was thinking: I don’t know if 
this is what I want, you know, to 
keep pursuing an education or what- 
not. I didn’t have much faith in the 
system at that point.” 

For these reasons she took a year 
off from the scholastic grind. After a 
year of trying to cut her teeth in the 
real world she asserted the truth 
behind the situation: a mere H.S. 
diploma generally lands a never-end- 
ing string of dead-end part-time jobs.

Romney not looking 
out for students with 
salary veto

Governor 
Mitt Romney’s 
recent decision to 
veto the funding 
of all unions of 
community col- 
leges in 
Massachusetts 
proved that teach- 
ers are still being overlooked for the 
incredible work they do. 

Until now, it had seemed that the 
major deficit in teacher salaries had 
finally been recognized and resolved. 
But Romney’s action contradicts 
that. 

My greatest hero has always 
been the educator without whom | 
would never have acquired the skills 


necessary to even write this article, 
but more importantly | would not 
have been given the desire to write it. 

Renowned mythologist Joseph 
Campbell said, “The job of an educa- 
tor is to teach students to see the 
vitality in themselves.” Without 
teachers, where would we get our 
motivation to learn or to experiment? 

Perhaps some of the greatest dis- 
coveries in the world would not have 
been made if it weren’t for these indi- 
viduals driving their students to 
explore.

ing Massachusetts, higher education 
faculties from public schools in New 
York, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
Rhode Island and Connecticut are all 
paid more on average. 

With this ongoing salary snub, it 
is not surprising that NECC’s profes- 
sors would take action. The union’s 
decision to begin work-to-rule will 
most definitely affect the students, 
but this does not make the professors 
the enemy, as I have overheard some 
students react. 

Instead | think it should be recog- 
nized that a higher authority is at 


out for the students when he made 
this decision or else he would have 
realized that the denial of a pay 
increase will cost more in the end 
when it affects the students’ success. 

It is impossible to judge how 
much the students will be affected by 
the work-to-rule but it is inevitable 
that there will be change. Henry 
Adams once said, “A teacher affects 
eternity; he can never tell where his 
influence stops.” This influence has 
been reduced by the denial of fund- 
ing. Under the new policy, the fac- 
ulty will not be able to give added, 


their students. This will shrink the 
potential of the faculty’s influence 
over the students. 

Where this leaves the students of 
NECC is variable. Some might feel 
abandoned by the faculty while oth- 
ers are frustrated with Romney. 

However, | would encourage stu- 
dents to see this as an opportunity to 
become the educator and show the 
faculty the “vitality in themselves.”

President Hartleb 
supports union effort

Dear Editor, 


| am writing to make it clear that | support 
the efforts of our faculty and professional staff 
to secure a contract and a much deserved salary 
increase. 

To recap, state community college faculty 
and professional staff have been operating 
without a contract for two years, which means 
they have not received a raise in that time. A 
year-long extension of the contract which was 
negotiated between the Board of Higher 
Education and the union came close but was 
never completed. 

Last spring, representatives from the state 
union met with the community college presi- 
dents and asked for help in getting the legisla- 
ture to support a “points adjustment’, a non- 
contractual increase which would raise salaries 
in Massachusetts to a benchmark at the 75th 
percentile when compared to peers in ten “sim- 
ilarly situated” states. The response from pres- 
idents was overwhelmingly in support of this 
and we pledged to actively advocate on behalf 
of the faculty and professional staff. 

My colleagues and I traveled to Boston to 
meet with house and senate leaders and others 
to communicate our support for the union’s 
request. We dropped all of our other legislative 
agenda and focused only on this one important 


issue. We also urged our local delegation to 
support this effort. The message we delivered 
is that our faculty and professional staff are at 
the core of the community college. They care 
deeply about students and the mission of the 
college, are doing an extraordinary job, and 
deserve the salary increase. We also directed 
our Massachusetts Community College 
Executive Office staff to deliver this same mes- 
sage to legislators. 

I was very pleased when the legislators 
voted in a supplementary bill to fund the 
increases and equally disappointed when 
Governor Romney vetoed this line item in the 
supplementary bill in September. 

As a former faculty union president, | know 
what a difficult position our faculty and their 
colleagues are in and how hard it can be to 
maintain a positive attitude. I want to be per- 
fectly clear that | appreciate this and support 
our very talented faculty as they advocate for 
well deserved salary increases. If anyone has 
questions, | encourage them to contact me 
directly at dhartleb@necc.mass.edu.

John Kerry 
challenged Allawi’s conviction that 
Iraq was for the most part safe by 
saying, “I think the prime minister is 
obviously contradicting his statement 
of a few days ago, where he said the 
terrorists are pouring into the coun- 
try,” and, “The prime minister and 
the president are here, obviously, to 
put their best face on the policy, but 
the fact is that the CIA estimates, the 
reporting, the ground operations, and 
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the troops all tell a different story.” 
Allawi further proved himself to be a 
pawn of the Bush camp when he 
regurgitated more of the administra- 
tion’s rhetoric by saying, “We are 
succeeding in Iraq. It’s a tough strug- 
gle with setbacks, but we are suc- 


ceeding — we are fighting for free- 
dom and democracy—-ours and 
yours.” 


In fact Rep. James P. Moran, a 
democrat from Virginia, said that

Construction 


improves facilities at 
NECC

The Northern Essex Community 
College of today is progressively 
changing into what is intended to be 
a more accommodating and appeal- 
ing environment to grow and learn. 
On more than half of the Haverhill 
campus and portions of the main 
Lawrence campus, renovation and 
construction is under way to bring a 
more valuable learning experience to 
the generations of today, tomorrow 
and decades to come. 

“We went out to Boston 
University, Mount Holyoke College, 
other community colleges and we 
studied their systems, and tried to 
take the best of each world and put it 
into this plan,” said Mark Andrews, 
vice president of administration at 
Northern Essex. 

When Andrews was appointed 
into his position at the college in 
1998, a list of objectives that would 
improve the school was produced. 
Time frames were placed on the list, 
all of which conclude within 10 years

time. This resulted in the list being 
named the “Ten Year Plan”. Six 
years into the plan, progress on 
improving Northern Essex is in full 
swing. 

The largest example of this is the 
new Technology Center that is under 
construction on the Haverhill cam- 
pus. Slated for completion by the 
beginning of the fall 2005 semester, 
the added building will bring new 
facilities for students in photography, 
music and computer information sci- 
ence majors. Also included in the 
Technology Center is a multi-pur- 
pose room, that will act as a center 
for large video-conferences and one 
of four lounge-styled eating facili- 
ties. The room can also be divided 
by a soundproof mobile partition. 
The room then will be in two 175- 
seat segments, in the event that two 
video conferences will need to take 
place simultaneously. 

“We have wireless technology 
that we will be using in both the 
Behrakis Center and the Technology 
Center,” said Andrews. 

With the installation of wireless 
technology in each of these build- 
ings, students will, for the first time, 
have the ability to travel freely in 
either building with a notebook com- 
puter while maintaining a secure 
connection to the Internet and vari- 
ous on-campus networks. When 
completed, the Technology Center 
will also exceed handi- 
capped accessible stan- 
dards. 

“We had over SO or 
60 folks from faculty to 
technicians to coordina- 
tors of different programs 
speak to us and tell us 
how classroom space [in 
the Technology Center] 
should be organized,” 
said Andrews. 

Over the summer, 
based on suggestions, the 
library on the Haverhill 
Campus also saw dramat- 
ic changes and improve- 
ments, including 
carpeting and tiling on 
furniture

help make the library a very comfort- 
able envrionment. 

Additional ideas stemmed from 
this ten year plan included installing 
new roofs on all of the buildings, 
improvements and further work on 
all of the heating and cooling systems 
within most of the buildings on all of 
Northern Essex’s campuses, various 
additions and changes to the main 
Lawrence campus, many renovations 
and changing of arrangements in the 
Fitness Center, and the current reno- 
vations under way in the Haverhill 
campus’ old student center, now for- 
mally known as the Ourania 
Behrakis Student Center. 

Once the Behrakis Center’s reno- 
vations are completed, which can be 
expected by the beginning of the 
Spring 2005 semester, the building 
will house, in a single unit, all of the 
necessary offices and locations for 
class registration, including a 
Bursar’s Office, a Registrar’s Office, 
an Advising Center, the NECC Book 
Store, a newly designed and heavily 
updated headquarters for Corporate

Chefs, the meal provider on campus, 
and more, Once the Behrakis Center 
is complete, something else will take 
the place of the original homes of all 
of the offices once located on the sec- 
ond floor of the B building. It is not 
yet determined what will replace 
those offices. 

“Hundreds, if not thousands, of 
people hours have gone into planning 
and design and development of the 
buildings,” added Andrews, also not- 
ing that planning for the Technology 
Center took two years, and planning 
for the Behrakis Center took a year 
and a half. “We do have some chal- 
lenges in the future. Some of the

currently a small snack hall. At some 
point in the future, room B103 will 
be enhanced and upgraded in a man- 
ner that will make it look similar to 
Jitters - the room will have a com- 
fortable atmosphere, furniture 
and much more than the vend- 
ing machines and tables. As a 
result of the 10 year plan, the 
main Lawrence Campus has 
also had additional food ‘ser- 
vices added to its campus, 
along with various improve- 
ments seen across the campus. 

Following the completion 
of the Technology Center and 
Behrakis Center, some 

final tasks on the 10 year plan 

will remain. On top of the 

planned renovations to the 
Spurk building, it is planned to add 
an improved Child Care center to the 
Haverhill campus, and as long as the 
necessary funding falls into place as 
expected, planning is currently under 
to bring the main Lawrence 
campus an entirely new building by 
2008, marking the end of the 10 year 
plan. 

“It's a dynamic time,” said 
Andrews. “I'll tell you, it’s exciting. 
I've always enjoyed construction 
projects and working on renovations 
because it gives people, | think, a lot 
of enthusiasm. It provides excite- 
ment for the future.”

Students and faculty 
advised to register 
cars with Security

Since the beginning of the 
semester, NECC students have been 
urged to get their student ID’s. 
However, many students have not 
been told of the importance of park- 
ing stickers. 

Northern Essex students are not 
required to obtain parking stickers 
for their vehicles, but there are some 
advantages of owning one. 

“It’s really for their own benefit,” 
said Glen Beal, Chief Security at the 
Haverhill campus. By registering 


their cars on campus, Campus 
Security will be able to locate stu- 
dents in class if there is an emer- 
gency involving their car while it is 
parked on campus property. 

Unlike students, part-time and 
full-time faculty members are 
required to register their vehicles. 

“It’s very rare that a faculty 
member not have [a sticker],” said 
Beal. Faculty members who do not 
have a visible parking sticker run the 
risk of their cars being towed from 
the lot. In Lawrence, parking stickers 
entitle students and faculty to free 
parking in the overflow lots and in 
the Buckley Garage across from the 
campus. 

Additionally, the NECC website 
states, “ Any student or staff person 
with a temporary or permanent 
mobility impairment (including car- 
diopulmonary) may apply for a spe- 
cial permit valid only at Northern

Bush’s hometown 
newspaper in Texas 
endorses Kerry 


WASHINGTON (AP) The edi- 
tor of the Crawford, Texas weekly 
that bills itself as President George 
W. Bush's hometown newspaper 
says he has no regrets about 
endorsing Bush's Democratic 
opponent John Kerry, even after a 
dozen business pulled their adver- 
tising from the publication. 

“I'd do it again," Leon Smith, 
publisher of the Lone Star 
Iconoclast, told the Waco Tribune- 
Herald in Sunday's editions. 

The — Iconoclast, — which 
endorsed Bush in 2000, said it now 
supports the Democrat because of 
disillusionment with the war and 
Bush's actions on Social Security, 
the economy and other issues. An 
editorial dated Sept. 29 accuses the 
president of having a ‘‘smoke- 
screened agenda" and leading the 
United States into a “quagmire” in 
Iraq on flimsy pretenses. 

The newspaper, with a circula- 
tion of 425, has become scarce, and 
copies have shown up on the eBay 
online auction site.

Even Harvard Law professors 
have trouble with plagiarism 


BOSTON (AP) Harvard law 
professor and constitutional scholar 
Laurence H. Tribe has made a pub- 
lic apology for borrowing from 
another author's work without giv- 
ing proper credit. 

Tribe's 1985 book “God Save 
This Honorable Court" borrows lib- 
erally from Henry J. Abraham's 
1974 book “Justices and 
Presidents," including one exact 19- 
word passage. Abraham is now pro- 
fessor emeritus at the University of 
Virginia in Charlottesville. 

he similarities between certain 
portions of the books were first 
reported Friday night on the Web 
page of the Weekly Standard, a con- 
servative magazine. 

It is the second time this month 
that a prominent Harvard Law 
School professor has admitted bor- 
rowing another scholar's work with- 
out attribution. 

In a statement released on 
Monday, Tribe wrote “that my 
well-meaning effort to write a book 
accessible to a lay audience through 
the omission of footnotes or end- 
notes _ in contrast to the practice | 
have always followed in my schol- 
arly writing _ came at an unaccept- 
able cost: my failure to attribute 
some of the material the Weekly 


Standard identified." 

Tribe supporters, including 
Harvard colleague Alan M. 
Dershowitz, have called the Weekly 
Standard's revelations a partisan 
political attack on a well-known lib- 
eral legal scholar. Tribe recently 
represented the Democratic Party in 
its attempt to keep independent 
Ralph Nader off the Florida ballot, 
and also represented Al Gore in his 
lawsuit over the 2000 presidential 
election results. 


“God Save This Honorable 
Court," which argued that the 


Senate should play a more aggres- 
role in the selection of 
Supreme Court justices, is consid- 
ered to have provided important 
support for Democrats who fought 
Robert Bork's nomination, 

Harvard issued a statement say- 
ing the Tribe incident was being 
investigated. 

“The university and the law 
school will consider this matter 
carefully and with the confidentiali- 
ty we typically accord," it said. 

Tribe's failure to properly credit 
Abraham surfaced after Tribe pub- 
licly supported Harvard colleague 
Charles J. Ogletree, who said earli-

UMass party investigated 


AMHERST, Mass. (AP) 


Campus administrators are investi- . 


gating reports of a drunken party ina 
student government office at the 
University of Massachusetts that 
included students posing with a cari- 
cature of the speaker of the student 
senate dressed as a member of the Ku 
Klux Klan. 

Vice Chancellor of Student 
Affairs Michael Gargano met with 
about 100 minority and other stu- 
dents Sunday and said he was 
“absolutely disgusted and appalled" 
by both the caricature and the reports 
of drinking. 

“That office is to be used for 
university official business and stu- 
dent business," he told the Daily 
Collegian, the student newspaper. “'I 
don't see anywhere in the bylaws 
were it's to be used to have a party.” 

Pictures from the March 29 party 


were released by the student Office 
of African, Latino, Asian and Native 
American Affairs. 

Student Speaker Patrick Higgins, 
a senior history major from Milton, 
publicly apologized for his “‘insensi- 
tivity and irresponsibility." 

He said the impromptu party 
took place during a heated campaign 
for student senate president. Higgins 
lost to Eduardo Bustamante, of 
Amherst, who had the backing of 
ALANA. 

Higgins claims Bustamante's 
supporters labeled him a racist dur- 
ing the campaign. He told the student 
newspaper that the Ku Klux Klan 
stunt was a tongue-in-cheek refer- 
ence to those allegations. 

“Tam not in any way shape or 
form a racist," he said. “We were 
drawing on the insults of the absurdi- 
ty of me being a racist.” 


paragraphs lifted almost directly 
from another work. Ogletree apolo- 
gized and attributed the mistake to 
assistants who unintentionally 
dropped attributions while working 
on the draft. 

Harvard investigated and found 
no deliberate wrongdoing on 
Ogletree's part. 

After Tribe's public support of 
Ogletree, a law professor contacted 
the Weekly Standard and suggested 
they look at Tribe's book. 

Tribe said he took responsibility 
and wrote an apology to Abraham. 

Abraham, who said he has 
known of the plagiarism for 20 
years, sent a faxed letter to The 
Boston Globe saying he would noti- 
fy Tribe that he accepted the apolo- 
gy, but also said he felt betrayed and 
called Tribe's actions “‘inexcus- 
able." 

In the Weekly Standard, 
Abraham attributed Tribe's actions 
to ‘‘a combination of being lazy and 
making a little money.” 

Dershowitz suggested _ that 
Harvard Law School would benefit 
from establishing a committee to 
come up with clear guidelines on 
attribution and the use of assistants. 


Red Sox make playoffs, 
UNH warns students 
against rioting 

DURHAM, N.H. (AP) Now that 
the Red Sox are back in the playoffs, 
officials at the University of New 
Hampshire are working to avoid a 
repeat of last year's Red Sox riots. 

The Sox clinched a playoff spot 
on Monday, and the next day UNH 
officials met with town and student 
leaders to discuss how to avoid a 
repeat of riots last fall. Students and 
others aimed bottles, rocks and paint- 
ball guns at police, who used pepper 
spray, riot gear and horse patrols to 
control crowds. 

A UNH spokeswoman said the 
university plans to use e-mails, fliers 
and ads in the student newspaper to 
urge students to celebrate appropriate- 
ly and let them know they risk fines, 
criminal charges, loss of financial aid 
and possible expulsion if they are 
involved in riots.

Violence delays 
Saddam’s trial date 


BAGHDAD, _ Iraq (AP) 
Putting Saddam Hussein on trial 
for war crimes is turning out to be 
a trial in itself, as escalating vio- 
lence across Iraq make prepara- 
tions harder and riskier. 

It has become increasingly dif- 
ficult to exhume mass graves, 
recover lost and looted documents, 
and guarantee the safety of judges, 
lawyers and witnesses. 

Frightened judges have with- 
drawn their names from considera- 
tion. Officials are reluctant to iden- 
tify the new director of the Iraqi 
Special Tribunal that will try 
Saddam and 11 of his top lieu- 
tenants. And there's uncertainty 
whether witnesses will be brave 
enough to testify publicly against 
the men who once ruled their lives 
with an iron fist. 


Aliens smuggled from 
Peru into US could be 


linked to al-Qaida 


LIMA, Peru (AP) Peru has 
handed over to U.S. authorities a 
Jordanian citizen accused of run- 
ning a smuggling ring to transport 
more than 200 illegal aliens from 
the Middle East to the United 
States, officials said. 

Three other Jordanians, who 
each had paid the smugglers 
between $15,000 and $20,000, 
were picked up Sept. 23 in Lima on 
visa violation charges and sent 
back to their country, Peru's 
Interior Ministry said Friday. 

“We have determined that 
about 200 passed through Peru," 
Interior Minister Javier Reategui 
told reporters. “The most danger- 
ous thing is that some of them 
could be linked to al-Qaida." 


Nobel Peace Prize to be 


announced Oct. 8 

OSLO, Norway (AP) Each 
October, when the Nobel Peace 
Prize winner is announced, it can 
bring sudden fame to a cam- 
paigner for a hitherto obscure 
cause or greater dignity and 
respect to men or women already 
famous for their work. 

The process will be repeated 
Friday when year's winner is 
picked from a record 194 nomi- 
nees. Among the favorites are 
the International Atomic Energy 
Agency and _ its director, 
Mohamed E|Baradei; former UN 
chief weapons inspector Hans 
Blix; and U.S. Senator Richard 
Lugar and former Senator Sam 
Nunn, who backed a program to 
curb weapons of mass destruc- 
tion. 

The prize is often used to 
encourage efforts toward peace, 
human rights or democracy, and 
can be used to indirectly criticize 
governments — in 2002, peace 
prize committee member Gunnar 
Berge said the prize to former 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter 
should **be interpreted as a criti- 
cism" of the Bush administra- 
tion's move to invade Iraq.

A stage manager & 
account of what it 
takes to put on a show

It’s opening night. The house is 
full. Actors pull energy from one 
another in order to get through the 
long night. An overture begins to 
play as rehearsed, but the curtain 
does not open. Feet are scurrying, 
props are set. The life of the stage 
hand has just started. 
The overture is nearing an end sig- 
naling more panic, more pressure. 
The stage hands scramble to get off 
of the stage, while following orders 
from me, the stage manager. 

“Put that here! Clear that! 
Move!” 

We are the wheels of the opera- 
tion. The show does not go on if we 
are not ready. The last minute of truth 
arrives, and we rush to throw on 
some costumes. There are not 
enough actors to pull the musical 
together without us. We are stuck 
with double duty. 

Once the curtain is pulled, | am 
someone else- a lady, well-mannered 
perhaps- not the person who yells 
orders all night, “Hurry up ladies!” 
(The crew is all men) So it goes... I 
am onstage performing, all the while 
thinking of how quickly I can get the 
next scene change to go. Where I will 
put the props that need to be struck, 
who I can get to help me and how I 
can get those darn actors to stay out 
of the way?! 

The words of the technical direc- 
tor race through my mind. “This is 
your show now. What you say goes. 
Keep it quick. Keep it quiet.” I can- 
not express any signs of stress. | pre- 
tend to be casual so that my crew can 
work without worry, but on the inside 
| am freaked. 

My onstage time is done for 
now, and I saunter backstage to get 
rid of the shakes; not because I’m

nervous, but because I have not had 
the chance to sigh out some relief 
from the previous scene. A minute 
has passed that feels like only a few 
seconds and there it is the next cue to 
move. 

As the last song in the scene 
begins, the black curtain is slowly 
being closed. The applause from the 
audience warns that time is short. Set 
pieces are pulled on and offstage, 
getting caught in the side curtains. 
The audience begins to sound like a 
drone of bees. People are growing 
impatient. A minute is too long for a 
scene change. Keeping the attention 
of the audience is of utmost impor- 
tance. If we lose the audience, we 
lose the dynamic of the show. The 
audiences positive reaction influ- 
ences the way we work and how we 
perform. If the audience is lacking, 
so are we. 

The Amesbury Playhouse Dinner 
Theatre is where this all takes place. 
Watching people wine and dine from 
the wings was not always my idea of 
a fun Saturday night. However, peo- 
ple are attracted to drama- how it 
unfolds. 

How strange it is to me. Being in 


I was not always the stage 
manager type. I am an actor, 
who loves to be in the spotlight. 
Being put into the position to 
see things from a different 
angle really makes me appreci- 
ate what the stage technicians 
do. I have come a long way. 
Assuming that everything will 
be taken care of seems ridicu- 
lous now. I understand how this 
system works. No more 
assumptions. Backstage antics 
have a way of manipulating 
egos and opinions of the the- 
atre. 

Meanwhile, backstage the 
stuck set pieces are being torn 
left and right to be freed from 
the wings. An assembly line of 
stage hands is still hooking 
together flats, positioning 
benches and calling the actors 
to be ready. “Quiet guys! Is 
heard all around us as props are 
dropped and actors babble to 
their places on stage. It seems as 
though when we are trying to be our 
quietest, we are actually at our loud- 
est, not a good thing. 

The last seat is put in place-

the position of making or breaking 
the show did not always occur to me 
as relating to the stage crew. I 
thought forgetting lines was the 
killer, seeing peoples reactions to 
stuttering and mumbling onstage. 

Now that I can watch the show 
unfold, I realize that missed lines can 
be covered, but a missing set cannot. 
I know the audience does not want to 
imagine that much! How much dif- 
ference a simple prop can make is 
amazing.

As the show progresses, the most 
difficult scene changes are behind 
us. The stage hands can relax a bit, 
knowing that a few minor props are 
nothing compared to five huge flats 
and rolling platforms. The audience 
seems a little tired; less thunderous 
applause, more meaningless chit 
chat. Backstage we smirk. If only 
they knew what went into making 
this stage look so good. 

Amidst the rush of things I enjoy 
it. It feels great knowing that the 
show depends on you and needs you 
in order to be a success. 

The show has ended and the

actors all wave. “Thank you, lighting 
crew, Thank you, musicians.” The 
producer slips backstage for the 
scolding I know is coming. “Where 
were your props?! What happened?

The curtain closes as the actors bask 
in the audiences applause. 

Then there are the techs- the 
stage manager and the trusted stage 
hands.

“How ungrateful,” we think to 
ourselves, but are able to find the 
humor in it. How ungrateful would 
they be if their props suddenly went 
missing?

Or how ungrateful 
would they be if their eye-liners 
became colored pencils? We make 
the show or break the show. It 
belongs to us. We are the wheels of 
the operation. The show does not go 
on if we are not ready. Open the cur- 
tain and let us take our bow.

Is the same? What 
material is it made out of? (Leather 
or vinyl?) Is the bag poorly made be 
sure to look at the inside as well. 

Last ask yourself if it's worth the 
asking price. Do this based upon the 
real cost of the bag. If you wanted a 
real Coach you might spend $250- 
$300. So it's probably not worth it to 
buy a fake if it costs $100. But if you 
wanted a Hermes bag that retails for 
$15,000 or a Gueci for a few thou- 
sand dollars, it's worth it to pay $300 
for an all leather knock-off. 

So now you can hopefully wear 
your exact replica knock-off proudly 
without feeling afraid of anyone 
guessing if it's real or not. If they are 
rude enough to ask, say it is real and 
tell them your rich and famous hus- 
band or boyfriend got it for you on a 
business trip in Paris or Milan.

The popularity of 
Texas Hold-em is 
growing fast

A game that started almost 200 
years ago in the west has started a 
craze around the world. From junior 
high lunchrooms to the Binion’s 
Horseshoe Casino in Downtown Las 
Vegas you can find people of all 
types playing Texas Hold-em Poker. 

The game is simple in design, 
taking only a few minutes to learn 
but a lifetime master. 

For those who aren’t familiar 
with the rules I'll briefly explain: 
first each player is dealt two card 
face down called “pocket cards” then 
a round of betting takes place, a play- 
er must decide for the first time if are 
in or if they’re out. 

Following the first round of bet- 
ting comes three community cards 
are dealt face up called the “flop.” 

There will be a total of five com- 
munity cards that every player can 
use. After the “flop” another round of 
betting occurs followed by the fourth 
community card called the “turn.” 

Proceeding is another round of 
betting followed by the last commu-

Expos Move to D.C 


Its final, the expos 
are out of Montreal 
and headed to D.C. 


(KRT) The longest goodbye has 
ended. It took Expos president Tony 
Tavares only a few words to trans- 
form nearly a decade of rumors into 
cold, hard reality. First he told the 
players. Then he appeared at a 
packed news conference in the base- 
ment of Olympic Stadium to confirm 
what had been glaringly obvious for 
months: After 36 years, the Expos 
have played their last game in 
Montreal. They will be based out of 
Robert F. Kennedy Stadium in 
Washington, beginning next season 
with a new ballpark scheduled to be 
ready in 2007 or ‘08. Major League 
Baseball will continue to operate the 
franchise while an auction is held to 
determine new ownership. Let the 
record reflect that the Expos lost to 
the Marlins on Wednesday night, 9-1, 
in their final Olympic Stadium 
appearance before a crowd of 31,395, 
the largest of the year and only the 
third of more than 20,000. There was 
additional security, but that couldn't 
prevent some ugliness. In the top of 
the third, the game was delayed for 
10 minutes after two golf balls were 
thrown from the stands and Expos 
manager Frank Robinson pulled his 
team off the field. While the umpires 
were sorting things out, a handful of 
"Bud (Stinks)" leaflets fluttered from 
the upper deck _ some Montreal fans 
blame commissioner Bud Selig for 
orchestrating the first franchise trans- 
fer in 33 years. In the bottom of the 
sixth, two baseballs were thrown but 
the Marlins remained on the field. 


Before the game ended, at least two 
more hit the field but were quickly 
retrieved and the game continued 
without a delay. A fan ran onto the 
field in the bottom of the ninth but 
was quickly hustled away. There also 
were signs like the one that showed 
pictures of Selig, former club presi- 
dent Claude Brochu and ex-owner 
Jeffrey Loria. Across the top it said: 
Expos Hall of Shame. Underneath 
was written: "Merci de Rien!" - 
Thanks for nothing. Much of "The 
Star-Spangled Banner" was drowned 
out by boos. For most, however, the 
mood was melancholy. "It's a day 
when the sun sets in Montreal and a 
day when, | guess, the sun rises in 
Washington," said Tavares, who 
arrived three years ago to run the 
team when MLB took over the fran- 
chise after Loria departed to buy the 
Florida Marlins. "It certainly is a sad 
day for Montreal. On an emotional 
level, | feel that. From a business

General manag- 
er Omar Minaya has reportedly 
already landed a top-level job with 
the Mets. Still, there are about 40 


full-time front office employees and 
Tavares conceded that, because of 
visa problems, few will move with 
the team. There are also about 1,200 
people who have lost part-time jobs 
connected with having a big-league 
team in town. And there are, of 
course, the fans. Anybody who has 
watched an Expos game on televi- 
sion has seen Allan Mansell. He's the 
stoic guy in the Expos cowboy hat 
who sits in the bleachers for every 
game. He has been a regular since the 
expansion team started play in 1969. 
Since he retired in 1999, he's missed 
only four games and that's because 
he had a broken hip. What will he do 
now? "I'm going to have all winter to 
think about that," he said. "I guess I'll 
jump in the car and go watch them. 
I'll definitely go to some of their 
games." Katie Hynes has also been 
an Expos fanatic since the beginning. 
With nearly waist-length red_ hair, 
she's been a fixture in Section 107 for 
years. She gets tears in her eyes when 
she allows herself to think about life 
without the Expos. In an eerie coinci- 
dence, the Expos Wednesday night 
honored their 1994 club. It was 10 
years ago that Montreal had the best 
record in baseball when the ruinous 
strike began on Aug. 12. The World 
Series was canceled and, before play 
resumed the next season, the Expos 
had cut their payroll by getting rid of 
Larry Walker, John Wetteland, 
Marquis Grissom and Ken Hill. 
Many point to that as the moment 
when the irreversible slide of the 
franchise began. Fans became disen- 
chanted, which would later help 
undermine support for a new down- 
town stadium. Walker, now with the 
Cardinals, doubts that was a turning 
point. "There would have been a dif- 
ference for about a year or two," he

Foulke went 9-1 with 43 saves 
and a 2.08 ERA in 2003. The Sox's

Prior to the season opener the 
Red Sox's looked unbeatable on 
paper. As the season went on so did 
the concerns surrounding, shortstop 
Nomar Garciaparra. The manage- 
ment did what they had to do, trading 
the fan favorite, Nomar, to the 
Chicago Cubs in a four-team trade 
with Boston getting two more gold

Now is the team 
ready to get the World Series victory 
that they have been chasing for way 
too long? 

" This is a team that's build for 
the playoffs.

The 2004 regular season was 
sound, both offensively and defen- 
sively.
